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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application since the drawings filed 6-10-03 
are objected to because lines, number & letters not uniformly thick and well defined, clean, 
durable, and black (poor line quality) in all figures. Applicant is advised to employ the services 
of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 and 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is agreed that the 
prior art of record fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, the combination of the 
limitations: "the wall distance between wall surfaces that stand opposite one another is less in the 
longitudinal segment of the second type than in the longitudinal segment of the first type, 
wherein the wall progression in the longitudinal segment of the second type demonstrates a 
monotonously curved curvature towards the ionization chamber, in the longitudinal direction" as 
claimed in claim 1 . It is for this reason in combination with all the other limitations in the 
independent claim 1, that claims 1-7 and 9 are allowable over prior art of record.
